ceſs; and thar it ſees KS | knows all things 
which the body could know and ſee when 
awake, and toucheth all that it could 
touch : In ſhort, that it hath all the ope- 
ations, that the body, noy aſleep,can be 
capable of when awake. 

There are five ſorts of Dreams, that 
have different names according to their 
different qualities, The firſt isa Dream:

"Lhe Phantaſie Or vain Imagination hap- 
pens in that inſtant when the affeCtions 
are ſo vehement, that they aſcend up to 
the brain, during our ſleep,and meet with 
the more watchful ſpirit : then what the 
thoughts are imploy*d about in the day, 
we fancie in the night; ſo an Inamoraro, 
who in the day-time thinks on his Mi- 
ſtreſs, in the night, when aſleep, meets 
with the ſame thoughts :;
